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To  the  Old  Fletton  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Twelfth  Annual  Report  on 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1969. 

The  District  lies  immediately  to  the  south  of  the  City  of  Peter¬ 
borough.  The  main  industries  are  brick-making,  sugar  manufacture, 
engineering,  food  canning  and  printing.  A  considerable  number  of  the 
residents  earn  their  living  by  working  in  the  City. 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  that  the  mid-year  population 
was  13,330,  a  hundred  more  persons  than  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were  233  live  births  during  the  year,  giving  a  crude 
birth  rate  of  17*5  per  1,000  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  15-2  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  16*3  per  1,000. 

Four  per  cent  of  live  births  were  illegitimate,  the  percentage 
for  England  and  Wales  was  eight. 

There  were  4  infant  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  17  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  to  18  per 
1,000  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  123  deaths  during  the  year,  70  males  and  53  females. 
This  gave  a  crude  death  rate  of  9-2  per  1,000  population  and  an  adjusted 
rate  of  12.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11*9. 

Seven  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus,  5 
being  men  and  2  being  women. 

There  were  84  cases  of  Measles  during  the  year.  A  satisfactory 
Measles  vaccine  is  now  available  in  adequate  quantities.  Measles  can 
be  a  most  unpleasant  disease  to  have,  and  it  is  sometimes  followed  by 
severe  complications,  the  more  serious  being  Broncho-pneumonia, 
Middle-ear  Infection,  or  Ulceration  of  the  Cornea,  which  may  cause 
damage  to  vision.  I  strongly  advise  parents  to  have  their  children 
immunised  against  this  disease. 

There  was  little  other  infectious  disease,  but  there  was  one  case 
of  Typhoid  Fever  which  occurred  in  a  patient  who  contracted  the 
disease  whilst  abroad  on  holiday.  Adequate  and  successful  precautions 
were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  to  others. 

Five  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  occurred  during  the  year,  in 
3  cases  the  lungs  were  infected,  and  in  2  cases  it  was  other  organs. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 
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The  water  supply  throughout  the  District  was  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  As  reported  last  year  our  suppliers  are  now  the  South 
Lines.  Water  Board.  For  practical  purposes  all  houses  in  the  District 
now  have  an  internal  piped  supply  and  there  are  no  standpipes. 

Bacteriological  samples  of  the  water  are  examined  approxi¬ 
mately  weekly  by  the  Water  Board,  at  the  point  where  the  water  enters 
our  District.  Additional  samples  are  taken  by  our  Public  Health 
Inspector  from  taps  in  the  District. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  is  low,  being  between  0T1 
and  QT8  parts  per  million.  Although  this  District  is  in  favour  of 
fluoridation  no  more  can  be  done  until  it  is  agreed  upon  by  the  Local 
Authorities  comprising  the  Water  Board. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  and  their 
Officers  and  Staff,  and  to  the  Doctors  who  practice  in  the  District  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

HOUSING 

This  year  saw  the  completion  of  an  estate  of  80  dwellings 
between  Coneygree  Road  and  Thistle  Drive,  including  a  shop  and  14 
dwellings  for  the  elderly.  As  a  result  the  general  waiting-list  remained 
at  a  level  which,  by  national  standards,  was  very  low  indeed,  and  at  the 
same  time  enabled  us  to  deal  with  the  re-housing  of  families  from 
Clearance  Areas  without  unduly  delaying  the  housing  of  the  ordinary 
applicant.  The  waiting  list  of  elderly  people  remained  at  a  high  level 
however,  and  it  is  in  this  sphere  that  housing  action  should  be  con¬ 
centrated.  As  part  of  this  effort  the  Council  investigated  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  a  speedier  construction  programme  by  the  use  of  an 
industralised  system  of  bungalow  erection  on  a  number  of  small 
scattered  sites  made  available  as  a  result  of  clearance  action.  The  first 
of  these  was  the  provision  of  six  “Guildway”  bungalows  on  a  cleared 
site  in  Coneygree  Road,  and  the  erection  of  these  was  in  progress  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  further  consideration  given  to  the  Bakers  Lane  site  to  which 
I  referred  in  my  last  report  resulted  in  what  appears  to  be  a  useful  and 
sensible  arrangement  with  the  Peterborough  Development  Corporation 
whereby  they  are  to  undertake  the  construction  of  all  dwellings  on  the 
site,  releasing  to  us  the  28  dwellings  for  the  elderly  which  form  part  of 
the  scheme.  This  will  enable  them  to  make  an  early  start  on  their  own 
vast  housing  programme,  to  demonstrate  the  possibilities  of  rejuvenat¬ 
ing  older  built-up  areas,  and  at  the  same  time  provide  the  much- 
needed  accommodation  for  the  elderly  to  which  I  have  referred.  Work 
on  this  contract  should  commence  in  late  1970. 

Eleven  applications  for  Standard  Grants  and  one  for  a  Dis¬ 
cretionary  Grant  were  approved  by  the  Council,  and  payments  of 
£2,563  were  made.  This  represents  a  sharp  decline  from  the  level  of 
previous  years,  and  it  may  well  be  that  this,  reflected  on  a  national  scale, 
was  the  reason  behind  the  Government’s  decision  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  to  increase  the  amounts  payable,  and  in  general  to  make  the 
scheme  more  attractive  financially. 

14  valuations  of  private  and  Council  dwellings  were  made  in 
connection  with  mortgage  applications  during  the  year.  The  number 
of  Council  houses  sold  to  sitting  tenants  during  the  year  was  four,  an 
increase  of  one  on  the  previous  year. 

There  was  a  slight  rise  in  the  number  of  private  house  com¬ 
pletions  from  43  to  48,  and  Council  house  completions  rose  from  32 
to  54,  so  that  total  completions  rose  from  75  to  102,  still  below  the  1 17 
completions  in  both  1968  and  1967. 
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Work  commenced  during  the  year  on  18  dwellings  by  the 
Minster  (Stanground)  Housing  Society,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  high 
cost  of  “rents”  for  these  dwellings  will  not  prevent  them  from  making  a 
successful  contribution  to  the  pool  of  non-Council  housing  in  the  area. 
The  improvement  in  the  older  part  of  Stanground  which  is  arising  from 
new  housing  is  now  beginning  to  be  noticeable,  and  is  one  which  I 
personally  find  very  gratifying.

SLUM  CLEARANCE 


Nine  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  five  in  a  Clear¬ 
ance  Area  and  four  as  individual  unfit  premises. 

Slum  Clearance  Orders  Nos.  14  and  15,  totalling  sixteen 
dwellings  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  for  confirmation  during  the  year,  and  one  individual  Demolition 
Order  was  made.  No  difficulty  was  experienced  in  rehousing  the 
occupiers. 

The  compensation  provisions  in  respect  of  owner/occupied 
houses  have  now  been  vastly  improved  so  that  in  general  terms  a  pay¬ 
ment  equal  to  market  value,  ignoring  the  Demolition  Order,  is  now 
made.  Whilst  this  will  remove  a  frequent  cause  of  complaint  it  is  going 
to  make  the  clearance  of  such  dwellings,  often  inextricably  mixed  with 
rented  properties,  very  expensive  indeed,  and  may  well  cause  hesitation 
in  carrying  out  their  housing  duties  by  authorities  genuinely  concerned 
over  their  financial  commitments. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

We  have  now  had  a  full  year’s  experience  in  the  operation  of 
the  Works  as  enlarged  under  Contract  No.  8.  Sludge  digestion  was 
successfully  started  up,  some  26,000  gallons  of  hot  digesting  sludge 
being  brought  by  tanker  from  the  Peterborough  Corporation  Works 
as  a  “seed”,  and  gas  production  rapidly  built  up  to  the  best  expectations. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  some  difficulty  was  being  experienced 
however  due  to  the  formation  of  a  thick  crust  of  scum  on  the  top  of 
the  primary  tank  contents,  necessitating  a  reduction  in  temperature 
whilst  various  pumping  combinations  were  used  to  break  up  the  crust. 
The  rectangular  filter  distributor  again  caused  trouble  arising  from 
displacement  of  axle  shafts  and  bearings  on  the  travelling  carriage. 
Other  parts  of  the  Works  performed  up  to  their  design  standards  and 
the  equipment,  plant  and  premises  were  well  maintained  by  the  staff 
under  the  enthusiastic  supervision  of  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  R. 
Stafford. 
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I  pointed  out  last  year  that  it  was  not  too  soon,  even  then,  for 
a  critical  observation  to  be  kept  on  the  capacity  of  the  Works  to  treat 
satisfactorily  the  increasing  load  it  was  having  to  carry.  The  design  life 
of  several  of  the  units  was  ten  years,  and  of  these  seven  to  eight  have 
already  elapsed,  so  long  is  the  interval  between  the  decision  to  extend 
and  the  bringing  into  operation  of  these  extensions.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  industrial  effluent  is  now  so  large  in  volume  and  strong  in 
biological  terms  that  its  satisfactory  treatment  is  proving  very  difficult. 
Accordingly  the  Council  have  decided  to  instruct  their  consulting 
engineers  to  prepare  a  short-term  scheme  for  improving  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  the  existing  works  by,  primarily,  increased  oxidation  and  humus 
solids  retention,  whilst  considering  proposals  for  a  long-term  scheme 
extending  the  present  works.  In  view  of  the  important  part  played  by 
industrial  effluents  the  Council’s  policy  on  the  reception  of  these  wastes 
will  have  to  be  reconsidered. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Control  of  the  Council’s  tip  and  maintenance  of  the  approach 
road  have  been  made  much  more  efficient  during  the  year  by  the 
purchase  of  a  second-hand  crawler  bulldozer.  This  is  able  to  excavate 
soil  for  covering,  and  to  travel  over  and  compress  loose  refuse  far  better 
than  the  light  wheeled  tractor  previously  shared  with  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works.  A  garage  and  store  for  this  vehicle  was  erected  by 
direct  labour. 

Collection  of  bulky  articles  on  Saturdays  was  continued,  but 
on  a  number  of  occasions  had  to  be  interrupted  when  normal  refuse 
collection  fell  into  arrears. 

STREET  SWEEPING 

There  were  no  alterations  in  the  staff  or  equipment  used  on  this 
service,  consisting  of  three  street  orderlies  and  a  sweeper/collector 
vehicle.  Gully  cleansing  was  performed  by  a  contractor,  reimbursement 
being  obtained  from  the  County  Council,  for  this  service  and  for  street¬ 
sweeping  on  those  streets  for  which  they  are  the  highway  authority. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

During  the  year  2  cwt.  44  lbs.  of  cooked  meat  and  meat  products 
and  3  cwt.  65  lbs.  of  other  foods  were  condemned.  This  included  food 
from  retailer’s  refrigerators  affected  by  breakdowns,  a  source  which, 
as  I  commented  last  year,  is  becoming  an  increasingly  important  factor 
in  food  spoilage.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

At  the  end  of  1969  there  were  41  premises  within  the  Urban 
District  which  were  covered  by  the  above  Act.  Briefly  speaking,  the 
Act  covers  any  office  or  shop  where  a  person,  not  of  the  immediate 
family  of  the  owner,  is  employed  for  more  than  21  hours  per  week.  In 
addition  to  the  41  quoted  above  there  were  other  premises  covered  by 
the  Act  where  action  was  enforceable  by  the  Inspector  of  Factories. 

Altogether  there  are  522  persons  employed  in  registered  premises 
within  the  District.  Twenty-seven  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  found 
on  inspection  and  all  were  dealt  with  informally.  No  accidents  were 
reported  during  the  year. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS  AND  REGULATIONS 

The  number  of  licensed  installations  is  26.  The  Council’s 
consent  was  issued  in  respect  of  a  self-service  pump  at  the  Horsey  Way 
station  after  certain  alterations  to  the  lighting  and  fire  cover  of  the 
premises  were  agreed  by  the  Company  concerned. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  dealt  with 
by  the  department  during  the  year,  but  no  cases  of  Warfarin-resistant 
rats  were  encountered.  The  previous  part-time  operator  has  retired  and 
training  will  be  given  at  the  first  available  course  to  his  successor. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT 

Three  notifications  were  received  for  the  installation  of  new 
furnaces  and  chimneys.  Of  these  two  required  alteration  before  they 
were  approved  and  installed. 

NOISE  NUISANCES 

During  the  year  six  complaints  regarding  noise  were  received 
by  the  department  and  of  these  five  were  found  to  be  justified.  All  were 
investigated  and  the  nuisances  remedied  informally.  Four  of  the  com¬ 
plaints  were  regarding  noise  from  industry  and  the  use  of  the  noise  level 
meter  which  the  Council  purchased  during  the  year  has  proved  in¬ 
valuable  in  investigating  these  complaints.
